Cheating on the 
rise as ethical 
standards drop

Plagiarism seems to be on everyone’s 
mind lately. 

“Cheating or taking the easy way out 
through plagiarism is an ethical choice,” 
said Stephen Eastmond, RSC instructor. 
“The student seems to feel that only his 
immediate success matters in the eternal 
scheme of things.” 

Eastmond believes that students are be- 
coming more degree oriented and will 
take shortcuts to achieve this end. He 
believes that many students are under 
pressures from their families and society 
to succeed. 

Students, for one reason or another, 
spend time acquiring, research papers for 
credit to achieve the needed passing 
grade, a survey of OC campuses show. 

AnRSC student, wanting to remain an- 
onymous, admitted freely that he periodi- 
cally cheats because he feels overbur- 
dened with a full course load, part-time 
work and insistent parents. “I don’t feel 
that I am hurting anyone, it all comes 
down to needing the grades and the de- 
gree of the position that is expected of 
me.” 

“The problem is, no one is benefiting 
from plagiarism on any level; not only is 
the quality of the work many times infe- 
rior, but also, the students no longer seem 
to express any guilt or remorse.” said Don 
Booth, an instructor at Chapman College.

How do local colleges affect 
nearby communities and what is 
their future in Orange County? 

College leaders from California 
State University, Fullerton, Uni-

In 1984 a team of education professionals visited RSC to evaluate the 
institution and judge for themselves whether to make a recommendation 


Every aspect of RSC was scrutinized; facilities, academic programs, 
student services and the budget among them. 

Once again the school will be subject to the thorough probing of this 
team and in order to prepare for their arrival RSC is putting ae the 
mandatory institutional self-study report. 

“The institutional self-study report is written by the school as a means 
of looking at and evaluating itself,” says Dr. George Osbom, co- 
chairman of the self-study steering committee. 

The completed report is submitted to the Accrediting Commission for 
community and Jr. colleges for the purpose of assisting in the determi- 
nation of accreditation status. The accreditation, according to Osborn, 
is the acceptance by other institutions. The course work students take 
is accepted as valid course work at other community colleges and 


The last time the evaluating team came a full accreditation self-study 
was done. This is the most elaborate self-study done and is carried out 
every 10 years. What is being done now is a five year interim. 

“What it basically does in the broadest sense is say how well do you 
do things like student services. How well, how broad and how involved

The US constitution guarantees certain freedoms, among them, 
the right to express ideas and speech freely, regardless of its content. 

In a recent series of events the US solidified their hypocritical and self cen- 
tered ideologies, by promoting and condemning two different factions for 
freely expressing themselves. 

The uproar and support voiced by Americans concerning Salman Rushdie 
and his novel “Satanic Verses,” was both noble and commendable. However, 
when the issue of free speech hit more closely to home most Americans seemed 
to forget their noble ethics. 

Art, as defined in defense of Rushdie, is supposed to be a free and unre- 
stricted form of idea translation. 

Take the same case, though, and insert the condemnation and undesirable 
ser of an American flag and the supporters and defenders of freedom change 
color. 

Recently, a group of artists in an attempt to convey a message and demon- 
strate their point, created a piece of art, in which the US flag is placed on the 
ground. 

For the effort of their expression the artists were greeted with highly unfavor- 
able opposition claiming that their motives ranged from communism to fas- 
cism. 

While it is understandable to have contempt for a faction that may express 
negative ideas about such an inborn and reinforced concept as patriotism, it-is 
also necessary to understand about what one is being patriotic. 

The basic tenet on which the founders based the nations framework is that, 
throughout the course and natural progression of history it will be necessary to 
change and revise the concepts that have been loosely defined. 

Restricting and prohibiting a direct confrontation of the ideologies of the 
established system, through art or any other form, is self defeating by the 
standards of the constitution. 

While many of the founders and great American patriots may be appalled by 
the use of a flag in this manner they would probably on the other hand be proud 
to see it. ng

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Clean needles can curb spread of AIDS

Ever since the AIDS epidemic became 
prevalent in America, lawmakers in Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and New York have turned their backs on 
a very humane and logical solution to 
minimize the spread of AIDS. It is illegal 
in those states to furnish clean syringes 
and needles to intravenous drug users. 

Discrimination against drug addicts and 
the constant flow of drugs into America 
is the basis for these ridiculous laws, 
which are supposedly written to condemn 
users who continue shooting up. 

Whether or not a common street addict 
has the reasoning and resources to obtain 
clean utensils will not keep the user from 
shooting up and risking his or her life as 
well as others. 

But, wouldn’t this risk be less threaten- 
ing ifevery addict had the opportunity to 
freely obtain as many clean and dispos- 
able syringes as needed, provided 

‘ addiction treatment is unaccessible? 
I just don’t see the difference between 


encouraging the use of condoms as well as 
providing them and furnishing clean 
needles and syringes to addicts. Both 
intentions exist for one clear and sufficient 
reason: to save lives. 


Last week, ex-heroin addict Jon Parker, 


a Yale graduate and leader of the under- 


ground National AIDS Brigade, took the 
stand against Connecticut legislators and 
the requirement of prescriptions to obtain 
needles. Park’s Brigade has given out 
30,000 needles in the last two years. They 
might have just saved 30,000 lives doing 
so.

Semi-automatic weapons serve no useful 
purpose in hunting, even large game, and are 
not effective in home protection, as they are 
too cumbersome.

—TIslam derails peace train—

I was genuinely startled when I heard the news that 
Yusuf Islam, better known by his former name of Cat 
Stevens, had made remarks supporting Ayatollah 


Even though I had known for years that Stevens had 
become an Islamic fundamentalist in the ’70s -- had 
apparently, in fact, even given up his music for his 
newfound faith -- I had trouble reconciling the image 
of a man who would make such an endorsement with 
the image of the man who would write the kind of 
songs I still hear on the radio on a regular basis. 

In general, I do not take rock stars seriously. 
Though I like listening to some types of rock music, 
the picture of a typical rock musician setting himself 
up as a political or moral arbitrater has always struck 
me as ridiculous, bordering on embarrassing. The 
sight and sound of Bruce Springsteen singing “Chimes 
of Freedom” is a lot more stirring if you don’t stop to 
think about how often he has romanticized violence in 
his other songs. (For an example, check out his com- 
parison of a gang fight to a ballet in “Jungleland,” on

after year with a heightened sense of the pain of 
living, one which apparently would not give him 
enough respite to breathe a sigh of relief now and 


then, 


Imagine that the voice of Islam reaches him at this 
point in his life, whispering in his ear in the soothing 
tones of a Big Brother, “There is no god but Allah, 
and Mohammed is His prophet. Just say yes, and the 


pain will stop.” 


The balm of ideology was apparently too great a 
temptation. Looked at in the long run, it appears that 
the jarring comments coming out of London recently 
were made, not in spite of his sensitivity and longing 

for justice, but more precisely because of it. Cat 


Stevens cracked under torture. 


Don’t get me wrong. I am not trying to excuse what 
he said. I find the fundamentalists’ reaction to the 
Rushdie book appalling and damn near incomprehen- 


sible. 


But I have some understanding of how certain 
people can be driven to appalling and incomprehen- 
sible words and acts. And I cannot help but think of 

Stevens as a man who has been driven insane -- in 


the “Bom to Run” album.) 

But Stevens had always seemed to me to be an 
anomaly in the music world. To the extent that I 
could listen between the lines of his songs and guess 
at the real person behind the persona, he was genuine. 
His sensitivity rang true. He came across as a man 
who had much less protective covering than most 
people, who had an acute awareness, 24 hours a day, 
of the evil going on in the world. I did, and still do, 
believe that all of this was more than just a pose. The 
sensibility in Stevens’ music was consistent. If his 
songs were loaded with angst, at least it was real 


angst. 

Assume for the moment that this is true. How, then, 
does this add up with the reports of an Islamic teacher 
in London telling his students that, according to the 


Pat 


Koran, anyone who defames the Prophet does indeed 
deserve to die? : 

There is only one way I can make the two images 
fit. That is to imagine that, for an extremely sensitive 
person, to go on living indefinitely in this world with 
no form of psychological protection amounts to a 
chronic, low-grade, but very real form of torture. 

And the thing about torture is, almost no one can 
hold out under its pressure. No matter what heroic 
fantasies people may harbor about holding out against 
whomever their enemies might be, probably 90-some- 
odd percent would cave in eventually. 

And that, I think, is what happened to Stevens. No 
matter that it was not the Moslems who tortured him, 
but rather the knowledge of the human condition 
itself. In practical terms, the brainwashing effect can 


In an archetypal picture of the brainwashing process 
in George Orwell’s '1984,' O’Brien, the Inner Party 
member and career torturer, inflicts electrical jolts on 
his victim, Winston Smith while repeating his injunc- 
tion to Winston to give up his heart and mind to the 
Pasty’s ideology: “The Party says two and two make 
five, Winston. Therefore, you know in your heart that 
two and two make five. Just say yes, and the pain 
will stop.” 

Similar scenes must be going on all over the world 
at this very minute in hundreds, perhaps thousands of 


’ places. “Our informant saw you at the meeting. You 


know you made subversive remarks about the govern- 
ment. Just say yes, and the pain will stop.” 
Now imagine Stevens, going on day after day, year 


fact, criminally insane. In a world in which pain and 
irrationality are more often the rule than the excep- 
tion, there is sometimes an overpowering desire to 
follow the siren song of certainty even when it leads 
beyond the pale of reason. 

Some of my confusion died down when I looked at 
the situation this way. I figure that, for practical 
purposes, we are talking here about two different men. 
The musician who wrote “Peace Train” is not really 
the teacher who condoned the assassination. 

So, while this editorial may be one in form, in 
content it is really two: an excoriation of Yusuf Islam, 
religious fanatic and would-be accomplice to murder, 
and a requiem for Cat Stevens, who couldn’t protect 
himself from the sights and sounds of a punishing 
world and who just couldn’t take the pain any longer.
